I suppose you have heard of the death of 
Joseph Green; he was killed on the 18th of 
this month. The way it happened was this: 
Tn the fore noon of that day two Apache- 
| Mohaves eame into the post and were put in 

the guard house; in the after-noon, one of 
them got hold of an ax and hit the Sergeant 
of the guard, knocked him down and ran, 
but they killed him before he got far. The 
other one ran into another room and took 
two muskets, with bayonets on, with hin, 
shut the dvor and prepared to fight it out on 
that line. They had to dig a hole through 
the adobe wall to get to him. Green, in try- 
ing to get a shot at him got a bayonet stab 
that caused his death the next day about 
noon. It passed through bis left arm just 
below the elbow and into his body just below 
the heart, poor fellow, he has ran a gvod 
many chances to haye been killed in this way. 

Still another, our old friend John MeWhor- 
ter, was killed ahout five days ago over at 
Camp Reno, while herding. He was shot m 
three places and stripped of his clothing with- 
in sight of the post. That makes two more 
old mountaineers and good Indian fighters 
gone. Joc Green was guide at this post 
when he was killed. I have now got his 
place, but I do not think I shall keep it long, 
the Indians are almost too heavy for me, 
they are worse than ever.

THE POLITICAL SITUATION, 
An AbleDocument for the Times, 


‘We dô not know that we havo eyer read an 
abler document than the following address 
adopted by the Democratic Convention of 
West Virginia, Tho address embodies, with 
remarkable brevity and power, an exposition 
of the unconstitutional and revolutionary pol- 
icy of the Radical party. It is a document 
which should be in the hands of, and read by, 
every American citizen, Read and give it to 
your neighbors, Itis beyond all question 
the best political document of the times, 

To the" People of West Virginta: 

We invite your attention to a review of the 
general political situation, its evils, and their 
remedy, 

Since 1861 the harmony of the nation has 
been sadly disturbed. For four years of the 
intervening time the interruption of peaceful 
relations was due toa state of war.’ The 
practical disunion existing since 1865 is refer- 
able to a course of Congressional action, 
wicked in motive, illegal in character, and 
ruinous in result. 

While the war for the Union was in prog- 
ress its succeasful issue was anticipated as 
the guarantee of prompt reunion and perma- 
nent peace. Such a consummution was the aim 
of patriotic effort in the field, the object of 
solemn pledges in the halls of Congress, and 
the confident expectation of the masses of 
the people. 

The war has long sinceended. The rebell- 
ion has long since ‘been crushed. Every ob- 
stacle placed by Southern movement in the 
way of the nation’s unity has long since been 
remoyed, 

Nevertheless, disappointment waits upon 
the people’s wish. The pledges of Congress 
have been repudiated. The triumphs of our 
armies have been neutralized, and the pur- 
poses of the brave men who secured them 
have been shamefully defeated. 

A dissolution more disastrous than that 
now existing between the Southern States 
and the Federal Government could scarcely 
have been brought about by the success of 
the rebellion. 

A condition of affairs so much at variance 
with the wishes and interests of the people 
of our entire country demands a reference to 
the acts and aims of those who produced it. 

CONGRESSIONAL RECONSTRUCTION, 

For more than two years the Southern 
States have desired to renew their old rela- 
tions with the Government. 

Congress has constantly prevented that re- 
sumption. 

They are entitled to be restored upon the 
basis of the Federal Constitution. 

Congress has confessedly thrown aside that 
instrument, and obstructed restoration with 
terms and conditions of its own prescribing. 

Atfecting to desire the perpetmty of the 
Republic, it has made a deadly assault upon 
republican institutions. 

Professing toaim at the salvation of the 
Union, it has wrought the destruction of ten 
of the States. 

The right of each State to regulate its own 
internal affmrs, enfranchise its own voters, 
and choose its own rulers and law makers, is 
as sacred as our constitutions, and as indes- 
tructible as our Government. 

Without it republican liberty is worthless, 
for when the people cease to be free citizens 
of the States they become the subjects of un- 
limited and irresponsible Federal power. 

When Congress abolished the local govern- 
ments of the South, it violated a vital princi- 
ple in our system. : , 

When it erected military establishments in 
their stead it introduced the most abominable 
feature of despotism. 

In further pursuance of its purposes, Con- 
gress has thrown the political future of the 
South into negro hands, ; 

To assure this result, it has disfranchised 
the white population by hundreds of thou- 
sands. , 

Enfranchising the blacks, it has made voters 
of the ignorant, the vicious, and the brutal ; 
legislators of those who regard liberty as li- 
cense, and Jaw as the instrument of revenge; 
and rulecs of a class whose ideas of govern- 
ment, like their notions of religion, tend di- 
rectly to barbarism. 

MILITARY GOVERNMENT AND ITS RESULTS. 

Having given the negro the right to vote 
and the power to rule, Congress confesses his 
incompetency for either, by insisting that the 
bayonct of tho soldier, the disfranchisoment 
of the citizen, and the supervision of the 
Freedmen’s Bureau are necessary to sustain 
him in his new relations. , 

By such declarations the dominant party 
would justify the continuance of military des- 
potism erected within the Southern States. 

Before we sanction this iniquity, let us ex- 
amine its results. :

At 
this time we had, twelve of their men prison- 
ers and they began to get uneasy, One of 
them, going to the creak for water, under 
charge of a sentinel, after filling his pail 
turned around as if to.return‘and Tet the sen- 
tinel have the contents of the pail in the 
eyes, broke ground, and after an exciting 
chase, got clear, The sentinel, like many 
more here, was lame with the scurvy and 
could not run. 

On the 22d of May, we all maved on to 


the chief's brother, whe was one of our pris- 
oners and the best looking Indian in the 
tribe, attempted to make his escape and was 
shot dead by the guard. The remainder of 
the prisoners are rather inclined to remain. 
Chief Delchayhe’s brother was named “ Rising 
Sun” and was thought more of by the tribe 
than any other Indian. He had been cau- 
tioned against trying to escape, but said he 
was bound to goand, iflalled, his bones would 
neither make silver nor gold. So the“ Rising 
Sun" of the tmbe is set.

The sands run from the mortar ofa fye-stamp 
mill into a sluice which is four inches wide at the 
head, ten at the foot, and twelve fect long, with 
a grade threo quarters of an inch to a foot. Noar 
the head of the sluice is the first sizing box, which 
js a hopper, or hollow pyramid, the mouth boing 
as wide as tho sluice, and a foot long. The hop- 
por is a foot deep, and at the bottom is a dis- 
ehurge through a pipe half nn inch in diameter. 
his box has sulphmrets at the bottom and water 
above, so the current flows evenly over lt. Tho 
glice being narrew and the current strong, only 
the coarsest suiphurets drop in hore. The dis- 
charge allows the sulphurets to run out as fast 
as they enter the box, Three feet below the first 
hopper is another, seventeen inches wide, twen- 
ty eight inches long and seventeen inches deep. 
The width of the sluice is greater here, the wator 
is shallower and tho current slower, so the sul- 
phurets which sink into this box are iner, The 
third box is three feel further down, ten in- 
ches wide, and three feat long and two feet deep 
This catches the finest sulpburets, and the matter 
thal passes over is wortliless. Knstel, speaking 
of sorting or sizing suiphurets, anys ‘the pointed 
boxes are the best of all contrivances fur this 
purpose.’ 

But the sulphureta thus caught are fur from 
being clean, and contain a large proportion of 
saud From the Rittenger box they run ont upen 
the Rittenger percussion table, which is four feet 
wide and eight feet long.

The following note 
from J. T Howell, of Skull Valley, may be the 
means of discovering the name of the unfortu- 
nate man: - 

SruLL Vater, June 3, 1868. 

Ep. Miner :—On Friday night last, three Mex- 
icans camped with us and started for Prescott 
the following morning. They returned at noon 
the same day, and reported that they had found 
a dead man on the trail. Four of us started out 
immediately and proceeded on the trail ; crossed 
the divide, went down the slope a little ways and 
found the body close to the trail., The murdered 
man was about 6 fect 9 inches in height, stout 
built and apparently young, with light brown 
hair. He was stripped of all his cloibing except 
his shoog and stockings. The shoes were new, 
No. 8 Wesnw the tracks of two men coming 
from the direction of Prescott. and one renmen 
in the same direction. No person this sie 
the mountain knows who the men were. ze 
body was found abaut one-half mile from a 
old burnt cabin.on Copper creck, on the south 
side of the basin. 

Since putting the above in type, n rumor was 
current in town that another dead body had been 
found close to the first, but, as yet, we are una- 
ble to trace it to any reliable‘source.

The General left here April 28th, and after cross- 
ing the Rio Verde. ascended the Mogollone 
Monntains. descended into Tonto Basin, near the 


head of the east fork of the Verde, and after 
scouting all through the Basin, north and east of 


the Sierra Anches, and crossing and recrossing 
the Salinas at five different points, he with sixty 
of hia cavalry, pushed on to the San Carlos, 
crossing three of its western forks and reached 
the main river about the latter part of May Re- 
turning to camp. near the Salinas he with the 
whole command again ascended the Mogollone 
and returned to Clear Creek, thence to Camp Lin- 
coln. Very few Indians were fonnd, and bat 
little fresh sign. but the thorough exploration of 
this hitherto almost unknown section of country 
must prove of great benefit to the Territory. 
Six Indians were killed. The Chief Packer of 
the Expedition (Mi. John C Baker) and two hor- 
ses were killed by the Indians. One man and 
several horses were wounded. Men aud horses 
came back barefooted and hungry from their 
long tramp More than fifty Rancherias were 
found only one of which was inhabited. The 
Indians had commenced to ferm on Tonto Creek 
but no clops were np. From the signs on the 
san Carlos, their families appeared to have 
moved towards the head of the Gila or Little 
Colorado.

lish it in the spot designated as Green valley 
which lies northeast some twenty or twenty- 
five miles from the point where the wagon 
road will strike Tonto Creek. I attempted 
to find a location more to the south and east; 
but decided it impracticable to make a wagon 
road over the Sierra Ancha, which opposes 
an almost impassable wall on its western 
fiont, even to animals. Green Valley lies on 
top of the mountains where the Sierra An- 
cha droops away towards the Black Mesa, 
oe every requisite to make a desirable 
post. 

There are numerous springs of water seat- 
tered through the valley. Pine groves for 
lumber, covering several thousand acres of 
land, and oak sufficient to supply a large post 
with fuel for ten or fifteen years, Portions 
of the valley could be used for gardens, and 
the grass is abundant in every direction. It 
covers the passes from the Prescott country, 
and of all the country south of there aud 
north of the Salt river, so that by havmg a 
sufficient and vigilant force at this point, it 
would be impossible for the Indians to com- 
mit depredations anl get back with their 
plunder unmolested In addition to other 
adyantages the very heart of the Indian coun- 
ue) can be reached in any direction in three 

ays. 

In fact it is the only place wlrere a post can 
be established in that country, where a wagon 
road can be made, and where building mate- 
tials and water can be had, The elevation of 
the valley puts it also beyond the range of 
those malarious diseases which have been the 
curse of the army in this country, 

I expect to have the road finished to Tonto 
Creek in ten days, and to Green Valley in ten 
days more, when L will commence building a 
fuur company post, uuless otherwise ordered 
by the Commanding General. 

I am satisfied that if another strong post 
| should be pushed into the mountains north 
f and west from Camp Grant, the Indians could 
‘be driven entirely out of the country west of 
the Black Mesa. 

It would be gratifying to me if the Com- 
manding General would send a competent 
staff officer to sce the difficulties we bave to 
encounte:, and the utter poverty of the means.

The chil- 
dren requested carnestly that the plate should 
not be taken away from them, The request 
was granted as a reward for the army. Mr. 
Dennon, one of the savants, caused a plate to 
be mado as a model, on which he had eng 
ved the above sentence. At the sale of his 
collection of curiosities it was bonglit by 
Lord Howard for 5,884 francs.

What ts a Tear ?7—The principal elemcat 
of a tear is water; this water, upon dissolu- 
tion, contains a few hundredth parts of the 
substance called mucus, andasmall portion 
of salt, of soda, of phosphate of lime, and of 
phosphate of soda, Ii is the salt and tho 
soda that give to tears that peculiar savor 
which earned for tears the epithet of “salt ” 
at the hands of Greek poets, and that of “ bit- 
ter” at that of ours; “salt” is, however, the 
more correct term of the two. When a tear 
dries the water evaporates, and leaves be- 
hind it a deposite of the saline ingredients, 
these amalgamate, and, as seen through the 
microscope, array themselvos in long crossed 
lines, which look hke diminutive fish bones, 
Tears are secreted by a gland called the 
“Jachrymal gland,” which is sitnated above 
the eyeball, and underneath the upper eyclid 
on the side nearest the temple. Six or seven 

| exceedingly fine channels flow from it along 
| and under the surface of the eyelid, dischar- 
i ging their contents a little above the delicate 
| cartilage which supports the lid. It is these 
| channels or canals that carry the tears into 
the eye. But tears do not flow only at cer- 
tain moments and under certain circumstances, 
as might be supposed; their flow ig continu- 
ous; all day and all night, although less abun- 
dantly during sleep, they trickle softly from 
theirslender sluices, and spread glistening 
over the surface of the pupil and eyeball, giv- 
ing them that bright, enamel and limpid 
look which is one of the characteristic signs 
of health. It is the ceaseless movement and 
contraction of the eyelids that effect the reg- 
ular spreading of the tears, and the flow of 
these ine need to be constantly renewed in 
the way first mentioned, because tears not 
only evaporate after a few seconds but also 
are carried away through two little drains, 
called “lachrymal points,” and situated in 
the corner of the eye near the nose. ‘Thus all 
tears, after leaving the epelids, flow into the 
nostrils, and if the reader will assure himself 
of this he has only to notice, unpoetic as the 
fact may be, that n person after crying much 
is always obliged to make a twofold uso of 
his or her pocket-handkerchiel~~Chamber's

B. W. Brice, Paymaster General, has issued 
a circular in which he says: “It is entirely 
impracticable for this office to reply to the 
immense number of inquiries from claimants, 
or their fmends, and attorneys, as to the con- 
dition or cause of delay ın the adjustment 
of their bounty claims, without serious inter- 
ruption to the-public business, especially in 
the matter of settling these particular claims. 
This printed circular is the only responso 
that can be given. All the bounty claims 
now on file are now being settled as fast as 
the Second Auditor of the Treasury can fur- 
nish, from the muster rolls now deposited m 
his ofice, the evidence necéssary to deter- 
mine the validity of cach claim. This infor- 
mation has been applied for, and the auditor 
1s now furnishing responses to our inquiries 
at the rate of about 20,000 per month. At 
this rate it is expected that the whole num- 
ber of claims filed, will be acted upon and 
finally settled in the next nine months. 
When a claim is allowed the check is drawn 
to the order of the claimant, and sent, with 
his discharge, to his attorney, oy to himself; 
where no attorney has been appointed, and is 
payable only upon indorsement by claimant, 
unless the latter shall, by a power of attor- 
ney executed subsequent to the dnte.of the 
check, authorize lis attorney to act for him, 
If any check is paid on improper indorsement, 
the Assistant Treasurer of the United States 
at New York City, on whom all checks for 
additional bounty are drawn, is the responsi- 
ble party to whom the payee, in such case, 
must look for payment. It will rhys be seen 
that the soldicr cannot be defrauded unless 
by his own aet he places himéolf in the power 
of his attorney. ;

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a magnificent sight presented itself, A hun- 
dred miles away to thehorth-west rises the 
snow covered penk of old San Francisco A 
few points west of north the Moqui Pickets 
(or Blue Peaks) pierced the sky apparently 
about.seventy-fiye mile} distant, and away to- 
the north-east, a ranggiof mountains said to 
marlsthe western houldary of New Mexico. 
The course of tho Litt Colorado could be 
plainly. traced by the inist rising with the 
morning sun, From thb point the eye could 
take in, at one glance, den thousand square 
miles of the finest pindtimber in the world, 
dotted with openings aid grassy parks. Such 
a country must have afuture. 

Twining the head offthe Salinas md pro- 
ceeding westward, thy divide successively 
turns the head of Tonto creek, the east fork 
of the Verde, and Fassil creek, and their 
branches, all of which, of any magnitude, 
head in the Mogollon. Interlocking these 
are the canyons and valkys, forming the heads 
of the streams running into the Little Colo- 
rado, so that in some places the divide proper 
is not over three feet it width. 

The southern face of the Mogsllone, for 
nearly one hundred mifes east of Fossil creek, 
is very abrupt, descending nearly, if not quite, 
two thousand feet in fohr or five miles. First, 
the jump off, a nearly'yerpendicular cliff, from 
three to five hundred fet sheer descent, next 
a more moderate bencli, at an angle of about 
thirty-five degrees, and thence a‘ gentle slope 
descends to the cieek levels. There are no 
valleys in its southern face, as the canyons 
split the mountains abruptly. 

On the northern side of the range the de- 
scent is so gradual that canyonsare infrequent 
and the most charming valleys are found by 
the heads of the tributaries of the Little 
Colorado. It would require more space than 
can be spared in this article to render justice 
to the Mogollone range; but one feature must 
not be omitted; at intervals ef ten or fifteen 
miles, along the very crest of the divide, are 
tanks filled with pure water, some of them 
covering an acre; and, from appearances, con- 
taining water, at least, ten months in the 
year. Some of them are embosomed in 
groves of the quaking aspen; and the effect 
is very beautiful. All are surrounded by the 
finest pine timber, with which, in fact, the 
mountain is covered’ to the border of New 
Mexico. The deer and turkey frequent these 
lakes and a shot can almost always be had 
by any one approaching the vicinity with cau- 
tion. No Indians wereliving in the Mogollones 
unless they were well down towards the Lit- 
tle Colorado. But-.one trail runs along the 
divide—that of the White Mountain party 
of 1866, and it had become so dim. that it 
was evidently not used by the Indiana, though 
an excellent trail, and one that follows the 
windings of the divide with rare judgment, 
through the heavy timber, 

Another expedition, this fall, will probably 
ascertain definitely whether the Indians have 
permanently deserted this intexesting sec- 
tion of the Territory.

The colonial produce 
grower, in the cotton field, the indigo or cof- 
fee plantation, etc., has often come home the 
victim of disease, and more frequently ruined 
by the failure of crops. Now, in mining, no 
such perils exist. The lde fails less fre- 
quently than the foreign produce crops. An 
inundation does not occur so frequently as a 
shipwreck, the storm that spoils the merchant 
sweeps over the miner harmlessly; he is, in 
fact, more free from the danger of losing the 
fruit of his capital than any other adventurer 
whatever; and every farmer, every grower 
of produce, every cattle breeder, merchant 
and manufacturer is an adventurer as much 
as the invester in a mine, without baving 
ground so sure to work upon, or chance so 
glorious of a magnificent result.” 


PERSUASION BETTER THAN Force.—Deal 
gently with those who stray. Draw them 
ack by love and persuasion, A kiss is worth 
a thousand kicks. A kind word is more val- 
uable tu the lost than a mine of gold. Think 
of this, and be on your guard, ye who would 
chase to the grave an erring brother. We 
must consult the gentlest manner and softest 
seasons of address; our advice must not fall 
like a violent storm, bearing down and mak- 
ing those to droop whom it is intended to 
cherish and refresh. It must descend to the 
dew on the tender herb, or like melting flakes 
of snow; the softer it falls the longer it will 
dwell upon, and the deeper it sinks into the 
mind.
